The first route will be that from San Juan on the
Gult side to the Bay of San Juan del Sur on the
Pacific. The Director, which is a boat of one hun
dred and (wenty tons burden, and culeulated to
carry four hundred wgera, will run from the

ort of San Juan to the Castillo Vigjo, n diatance of

fty miles. Here she will be met by the Nicaragua,
(the quondam Orus,) which will convey teavellers
to the ancient city of Grenada, on Lake Nicaragun,
and within fiftcen mniles of the Pacific. This route
we have alrendy described, The carringes for the
lnst partof it are now being made in Newark, New
Jersey.  ‘The elovation to be overcome by the road
ia but une thousand feet. It ia probable, however,
that in the beginning of the enterprise the port of
Realejo will be made the terminus of the line on the
Pacific ¢eide, Howard & Son's stenmiers, aa well as
those of Law’a line, on the Pacific side, will horeaf-
ter touch al Realejo, and the ships of the former
company, on thisside, will run to San Juan, where
they will connect with the river steamers of the
N;urnEun company. It is expocted that the line
through to San Francisco wnfw in operation in
about two months, when the voyage to California
will be shortened by about six days.

The next advance on this undertaking will be the
conatruction of the Nicaragua Ship Canal, which i»
now io o fuir way of being atarted, at least. Mr.
E. G. Squicr, our Chargé to Central America, who
i8 now in this city, devoted much atlention to this
subject during hia residence in Nicurngua. He
brings back the most complete set of maps and
drawinge of the ground ever which the canal will
pass, that we have ever seen. Among thede i n
pavorama of the country between Lake Managua
and the Pacific at Realejo—a rich, green level of
forty-five miles in length, the fine old city of Leon
scated amid its gardens, nearly midway botween
the two waters. The clevation to be overcome is
only eeventy-three feet, and the cutting of this
depth would be little more than half a mile in ex-
tent. The preferable route, however, appenrs to be
that leading northward from Lake Managua to the
Estero Real, an estuary or inlet from the Gulf of
Fonseca, [ere, the line of canal would be the same
lengih as to Realejo, while the highest elevation is
but fifty feet. Another marked advantage ig, that
while the barbor of Renlejo, though secure, is quite
small, the Gulf of F onscca would float the navies of
the world. Its entrance from the sen is guarded by
two lofty voleanoes, between which rise three ialand
cones from the water, leaving decp channela be-
tween. Inaide of these opens the spacivus gulf, in
the centre of which—another voleanic cone—risvs
the Inland of Tigre, about which so much has been
said of late. 'The situation of this island, as com-
manding the finest harbor of Central Amerien, and
the probable tenininus of the Atlantic and Pacific
Canal, givesit a political value which was perhaps
uurr..Frucrnlly understood.
